STERLING — ' A 46-year-old 
former scout master was arrested 
by state police investigators and 
charged with criminal sexual as- 
sault after he allegedly molested a 
Sterling youth, authorities said. 

Harold Davis, of Sterling, was - 
charged after a. 17-year-old male 
who formerly belonged to Davis' 
Sterling boy scout troop told au- 
thorities he had been repeatedly 
molested by Davis, said Captain • 
Dave Reed, of the Illinois State 
Police Division of Criminal Inves- 
tigation. 

The complaint against Davis 
was filed Jan. 17, court records 
show. ^ 

Davis was arrested without in- 
cident by investigators last 
Thursday on a warrant, police 
said. He was released on $75,000 < 
bond, said a spokesman from the 
Whiteside County circuit clerk's 
office. 

As a condition of his bond, Da- 
vis was ordered to have no contact ' 
*with persons under 18 years of 
age-

According to the victim's 
mother, who wished to not be 
identified, Davis was a scout mas- 
ter for Sterling Troop 98, which 
formerly met at St. Mary's Catho- 
lic Church.
